desire most. If the tot had 
properly learned the mean- 
ing of “No'! nt times apart 
from his meals or toilet 
experiences, it might he 
ensy to any No ina quict 
tone with good effect to this 
tot (two, three or four), 
who demands food on the 
table he should not have or 
who won't stay on the nur- 
sery chair or toidy when he 
should. But to try to teach 
him the basic ateps of in- 
hibition at the dinner table 
or in the bathroom is bad 
practice. 


In order to win the best co- 
operation of the little child, o2- 
pecially at toilet training, one 
must practise at winning his 
co-operation oat other times. 


Positive Commands 


It Is very hard to get parents

Vitamin D-2 Recently Used 
To Treat A Skin: Trouble 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


HOUGH the average person 
probably docs nots realise 
it, there are several different 
forms of Vitamin D, It ts a 
well-known medical curiosity, 
for instance, that one form of 
this vitamin, needed to enable 
the body to use the calcium 
and phosphorous from foods, is 
of value to human beings but of 
no use to birds. 

It has recently been found 
that what Js known as Vitamin 
D-2 or calciferol may, if taken 
in large quantities, cure one of 
the most stubborn of all all- 
ments—tuberculosis of the skin. 


The two forms of skin tuber- 
culosis which are benefited are 
lupus vulgaris ‘and scrofulo- 
derma. The first hialed or im- 
proved in three out of four 
patients treated: the second 
virtuatly disappeared fn almost 
nj] cases, 

While taking calclferol, the 
patients were advised to drink 
no more than one pint of milk a 
day and to cat no cheese. The 
dict was otherwlse not restrict- 
ed. The patients also were not 


permitted to take any laxatives. |-

he vitamin wos administer- 
ed cither in the form of a solu- 
tlon or in capsules; 150,000 
units of tho vitamin were ad- 
ministered dally, ‘Shere was no 
difference in the effects pro- 
duced by- the two forms of 
treatment. . 


In 11 out of 12 cases of lupus 
vulgaris treated, the discase had 
been treated by other inethods 
for from 10 to 30. years, The 
sears on the skin healed com- 


-| pletely in six cases and partiol- 


ly in three, Improvement began 
in from three weeks to three 


months after treatment was 


started. | 


This type of treatment was 
also employed in some patients 
with psoriasis, a sitin condition 
in which there are scaly patches 
over the elbows and knees and 
other parts of the body. Good 
results were obtained in some 
of these palients, but were not 
noticeable in others. 


Reactions 


Reactions to this treatment 
may occur and did develop in 
10 patients within five months 
after treatment was _ started. 
These reactions Included sick- 
ness at the stomach, and 
vomiting, loss of appetite, tired- 
ness, excessive thirst, and loss 
of weight. However, when treat- 
ment was stopped, these symp- 
toms all cleared up.

These regional bodics -woula 
consist of representatives of all 
tne countries in Ue Region 
which were members of the 
United Nations. In thg cise of 
K.C.A.F.E., a second category 
had to be provided for, namely 
the territories wnhich were. not 
severagn states and therefore 
not full members of the U.N. 
‘Thess were given associate 
membership: they could parti- 
cipate fully dn discussions, and 
vould provide personnel, but 
tod no vote on fundamental 
policy. Full members were 
now Ausiralia, Burma, China, 
France, Indja, Netherlands, New 
Zealand, Paldstan, Philippines, 

USSR, UK and USA, 
Ass te members wers now 
Hongkong, Ceylon, Malaya ana 
Britisa Borneo, Cambodia, Lu

Vitamin D-2 Recently Used 
To Treat A Skin Trouble 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


HOUGH the average person 
probably docs not realise 
it, there arg severnl different 
forms of Vitamin D, It is a 
well-known medical curilosity, 
for instance, that one form of 
thls vitamin, needed to enable 
the body to use the calcium 
and phosphorous from foods, Js 
of value to human beings but of 
no use to birds, 

It has recently been found 
that what is known as Vitamin 
D-2 or calcifernl may, if taken 
In large quantitics, cure one of 
the most stubborn of all ail- 
ments—tuberculosis of the skin. 


The two forms of skin tuber- 
culosis which are benefted are 
lupus vulgaris and scrofulo- 
derma, The first healed or im- 
proved jin three out of four 
patients treated: the second 
virtua'ly disappeared in almost 
all cases, S 

While taking calciferel, the 
vatients were advised to drink 


no more than one pint of milk a” 


day and to cat no cheese. The 
dict was otherwise not restrict- 
ed. The patients also were not 
permitted to take any laxatives.

Should he cash the ace of hearts 
and then lend a small heart? 
Crawford sald, “If 1 did I could 
see that West would simply lead 
another club. I would have to 
ruff in dummy and West would 
be bound to make another trick,

So at trick two Crawford play- 
ed the seven of hearts from 
dummy. Wost won the trick 
with the king and tried to put up 
the best defence he could, He 
played another club. Crawford, 
very carefully, trumped this 
trick with the ace of hearts.

Geneva, Feb, 23, — M. 
Robert. Garrenu, French 
President of the United 
Nations Trusteeship _Coun- 
cil, today received a letter 
from “the Arab Terrorist 
Organisation = In Egypt” 
threatening to “shoot him 
like a dog” unless he did his 
utmost to implement the 
United Nations resolution te 
internationalise Jerusnlern. 

M. Garreau read the letter tu 
the Council at the beginning of 
this afternoon's debate on Jeru- 
amjem.
